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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 7/7/2008. These drawings are acceptable. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art discloses or renders as obvious, "the second valve body portion being provided 
with an axis portion extending through the second valve port and protruding upwardly; a 
retainer portion engaging with the axis portion mounted on the upper surface side of the 
case, and a spring disposed on the retainer portion to bias the sub float upwardly 
in such a manner that a load from the sub float is not added to the float" in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the claim. Sakata et al. disclose a first body portion 
passing through a sub float but does not provide the structure of a retainer portion 
engaging with the axis portion mounted on the upper surface side of the case. Modifying 
this reference would change the functionality of, or destroy the valve itself.
